BOSTON, Mass., :Aug. 9.—Major 
Calvin H. Goddard of New York City, 
a consultant m the identification ‘of 
bullets, made a test of the ‘‘fatal’’ 
bullet in the Sacco-Vanzetti case 
which convinced him that it was 
fired from the pistol subsequently 
found on Sacco.

"Submerged This Year. 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Aug. 9 .— 
Out of the muck and mud and the 
| water less than a month after being 
submerged for three months by three 
successive floods, Arkansas City was 
threatened tonight with a fourth 
deluge by the end of the week. 

Heavy rains yesterday and last 
night sent the turbulent stream to- 
ward flood heights again today, and 
through the broken links in the 
chain of levees a new inundation 
was spreading over Desha and 
Chicot Counties. 

H: H: Cole, Government meteorolo- 
gist here, predicted tonight that the 
Arkansas River would reach twenty 
feet at Little Rock on Thursday and 
twenty-three feet at Pine Bluff on 
Friday. The disastrous June flood 
which wiped out the. growing crops 
of Southeast Arkansas resulted from 
a 22.9-foot stage at Pine Bluff. 


T. G. Shipman, meteorologist at 
Fort Smith, predicted a stage of 
twenty-four or twenty-five feet there 
on Thur e at 

Fort Smith is twenty-two feet. 

With the countryside already made 
virtually barren by the previous tt 
waters, the crop loss will be slight 
and the relief problems will not be 
great. In these two Southeastern 
Arkansas counties are concentrated 
all of the 25,000 pene still being 
cared for by relief agencies. 

After planting crops three times 
and seeing their efforts go for 
naught with the three high water 
stages, the farmers abandoned their 
attempts to make large crops this 
year. 

Arkansas City’s only hope of escap- 
ing lies in the low stage of the Mis- 
sissippi River. R. R. Rice, Secre- 
tary of the Arkansas Flood Commis- 
sion, said the Mississippi might be 
able to receive a sufficient volume of 
water from the Arkansas River to 
prevent its reaching Arkansas City.

SET DOES WELL AT FACTORY 


Picks Up Cape Race, 1,000 Miles 
Away—WNew Broadcasting System 
Opens More Scouting. Centres.

The radio equipment of the Fokker 
monoplane Old Glory will be tested 
out in a few days during a special 
test flight to Cleveland and return, 
according to ‘a statement made yes- 
terday by Lioyd W. Bertaud, who 
with James.D. Hill. expects to hop 
ott᷑ trom Curtiss Field, L. I., soon 
after the radio test, on a transatlantic 
flight to Rome and return. The 
craft’s transmitter and receiver have 


been designed to afford continuous | 


communication with ship and shore 
radio stations during the most ad- 
verse flying conditions likely to be 
encountered over. the Atlantic Ocean. 
The transmitter is equipped so that 
the call letters WRHP may be sent 
out continuously. on.either 600 or 800 
meters without requiring the atten- 
tion of the aviators. The receiver. is 
entirely shielded in metal to minimize 
interference from the plane’s ignition 
system and from other sources. 

“Tnited States air mail radio sta- 
tions at Hadley Field; N. J.; Belle 
fonte, Pa., and Cleveland,” said Mr. 
Bertaud, ‘‘will be utilized in making 
the necessary tests to determine if 
the apparatus on Old Glory is work- 
ing to the best advantage. It will be 
interesting to note just how far our 
communication system will carry 
over land and compare the distances 
with the transmission over the At- 
lantic.’’ 

Mr. Bertaud said the radio installa- 
tion should be ready for the initial 
tests early today. He said the entire 
weight of the radio transmitter, re- 
ceived, batteries and wind-driven 
generator, was about 82 pounds. 

A representative of A. D. Cardwell 
& Co. of Broooklyn, constructors of 
the radio equipment, said yesterday 
that the receiver for the plane, tested 
a few days ago in-their laboratory, 
had picked up a station at Cape Rares, 
Newfoundland, about 1,000 miles 
from New York.

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VAIN APPEALS. 

As the Sacco-Vanzetti case moves 
on toward its tragic close, we 
gust all try to keep in mind 
just where we stand. If there is 
gtill a legal recourse for the con- 
demned men, entitling them to yet 
@nother respite, everybody must 
hope that they will be given: full 
Fight to it. But:short of that, what 
basis remains for the appeals which 
continue to pour in upon Governor 
FULIER? Some of the pleas are 
based on- opposition to capital 
punishment. But they, of course, 
have nothing’ to do with the Gover- 
mor’s duty under the law of Mas- 
Sachusetts.

SAUVE QUI PEUT! 

Before deciding whether to at- 
tempt a nation-wide drafting of Mr. 
COoOoLIDGE, the Republicans of New 
York State are trying out a purely 
local draft on CHARLES E. HUGHES. 
They await with palpitations the 
result of the visit to him of Tran- 
sit Commissioner LOCKWOOD. Mr. 
HUGHES withdrew himself from con- 
sideration at a time when it was 
assumed that Mr. COOLIDGE wanted 
another term, and could probably 
have it. Now political conditions 
have changed. Whether the mind of 
Mr. HUGHES has changed is some- 
thing for Mr. LOCKWOOD to discover. 

The New York Republicans are 
modest in their expectations of Mr. 
HUGHES—a modesty based on what 
they conceive to be the desperation 
of their case. If he will just not 
re-refuse: that’s all they require. 
Of course, if he would permit, or at 
least not repudiate, the formation of 
a Hughes Presidential organization, 
Mr. HILLEeSs and his associates would 
begin to breathe again. It all will 
be told when Commissioner LOCK-~ 
woop finds the oracle he seeks 
abroad. 
One week of canvassing has per- 
suaded the President’s party in this 
State that the Twelve Words en- 
hanced the chances of Governor 
SMITH to be the Democratic nomi- 
nee and thereby threatened the New 
York electoral vote in 1928.

j nomic determinism ” a great-run for

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number of statesmen. Similarly, the 
| explanation of the great war which 
is now all the rage is that it was not 
a clash of personalities, or of na- 
tional ambitions, but a_ collision 
growing inevitably out of economic 
conditions. Yet all the while we get 
little hints and fresh indications to 
show that, after all, the personal 
equation cannot be ruled out of these 
vast problems. 

No analysis of the causes leading 
up to the war can be complete 
which leaves out the personal influ- 
ence of Kaiser WILHELM II. An in- 
teresting sidelight on his early and 
intense dislike of the English is 
thrown by some documents recently 
taken out of the Hapsburg Court 
archives in Vienna. They were 
translated and sent on to The Man- 
chester Guardian by its Vienna cor- 
respondent. The time was the very 
first months of the Kaiser’s reign, 
and the documents were reports to 
the Austrian Foreign Minister from 
the Austrian Embassy in Berlin, and 
dealt particularly with the friction 
which had already arisen between 
the young Emperor and his English 
uncle, then the Prince of WALES, but 
afterward EDWARD VII. Some of 
the details are piquant. It appears 
that the Kaiser had lent too credu- 
lous an ear to stories told him by 
certain unnamed “Russian Grand 
Dukes.” They set afloat the report 
that the Prince of WALES was quot- 
ing the Emperor FRIEDRICH as pro- 
posing, if he had lived, to restore 
Schleswig to Denmark and to give 
back Alsace-Lorraine to France. 
| Moreover, the Prince of WALES was 
represented as assuming a most 
patronizing air toward the German 
Emperor. The latter was made 
furious by this, and resented being 
treated by his uncle as if he were 
nothing but a silly boy (“ dummer 
Junge”). 

As is well known, this anti-English 
prejudice long remained with Kaiser 
WILHELM, though it later came to 
lose something of its first intensity. 
The cession of Heligoland to Ger- 
many by England did much to mol- 
lify German opinion. The Austrian 
Ambassador in Berlin reported in 
1890 that “it is years since so much 
“praise and recognition of the 
“United Kingdom was to be found 
“in the German press.” These things 
may seem unconsidered trifles to 
the unyielding determinists, but they 
did not appear so at the time to the 
Austrian Government. It saw a 
danger to the Triple Alliance, of 
which it was a member, in the per- 
sonal idiosyncrasies of the German 
Emperor, and was reassured when 
it came to believe that his animosity 
to England had become somewhat 
mitigated. 


THE SCHOOL BUDGET. 

Analysis shows that the estimates 
for the 1928 school budget -call for 
an increase of about 4 per cent. over 
the appropriation for 1927. This is 
apart from the proposed increases in 
salaries (which are to be covered out 
of State funds) and the amount esti- 
mated for buying sites and for build- 
ing and administering new schools. 
The increase is practically the same 
as the estimated percentage of in- 
crease in pupils and teachers. The 
estimates have been made upon the 
basis of an average of forty pupils 
per teacher in the elementary 
schools, thirty-six in the junior high 
schools, and twenty-eight in the 
high schools. The largest. increase 
in attendance is in the compulsory 
continuation schools, but there the 
increased register has been pro- 
vided for on the average of 135 
pupils per teacher. For the evening 
schools’ the allowances continue to 
be based upon an average of thirty 
pupils per teacher. There plainly 
has not been an extravagant instruc- 
tional provision, numerically, at: any 
rate. A further reduction in the 
average of classes seems essential 
for the best teaching. 

As to salaries, the need of increas- 
ing them needs no longer to be ar- 
gued. The Citizens’ Committee and 
the Mayor’s Committee unanimous- 
ly recommended them with only 
slight ‘variation in schedules, The 
last Legislature made possible pro- 
vision out of State funds for meet- 
ing the greater part of the increases 
recommended by these committees. 
The Board of Education is not pro- 
posing to go beyond the total of the 
State grant, for the amount named 
in the budget is less by several mil- 
lions than that which would be re- 
quired to carry into full effect the 
schedules proposed by the commit- 
tees of citizens.

tion to speak of this, as does the cor- 
respondent of The Brooklyn Eagle, 
as a “revolution,” but the results 
may well lead to far-reaching 
changes in the politics of Japan, and 
so may even affect the international 
situation in the Far East. The Gov- 
ernment of Japan, although pariia- 
mentary in form, has been in fact 
controlled by a small group of men 
most of whom inherited the auto- 
cratic ideas of old Japan. What this 
Government has lacked in political 
liberalism it has made up in national 
efficiency. The great and just pride 
of the Japanese people is that they 
have been able to adopt modern con- 
ceptions of personal liberty, and yet 
preserve a highly centralized, sin- 
gie-minded governmental machine. 
Partly because the Japanese people 
live in a comparatively small terri- 
tory and are closely united in cul- 
ture and by tradition they have 
been able to act with unanimity and 
efficacy. The story of Japan’s emer- 
gence from a medieval state into a 
modern industrialized nation within 
a half century is one of the most 
astonishing things in history. 
Heretofore the suffrage has been 
restricted to voters having property 
and other qualifications. The new 
law will increase the electors from 
about 3,000,000 to 10,000,000. The 
different political parties will strive 
to enlist as many of these—new 
voters as possible under their stand- 
ards. Already the contest is on, and 
it is no secret that it has caused a 
certain uneasiness among the older 
leaders. The unknown factor is the 
strength of the Labor Party, which 
heretofore has been a minor factor 
in Ja~ unese politics. The financial 
difficulties which have resulted in 
unemployment may have an influ- 
ence on the political situation and 
strengthen the hands of the radicals. 


Japan is thus facing the last stage 
in the process of modernizatiou. 
The industrial revolution, of which 
this may be said to reflect a phase, 
is producing far-reaching changes. 
Not only has the form of govern- 
ment undergone alterations during 
recent years and the direction of 
politics been changed, but the people 
who were once largely agricultural 
are becoming industrial. The fac- 
tory system with its incidental evils 
is breaking down old customs and 
traditions. The impact of modern- 
ism on the remains of an old feudal- 
ism is naturally disturbing. 

It will have to be borne in mind 
alike by Japanese and by foreign 
critics that the mass of new voters 
will be inexperienced in government 
by ballot, and that their lack of po- 
litical experience will make them pe- 
culiarly subject to manipulation by 
selfish demagogues. Doubtless the 
Japanese will tide over the period of 
readjustment in such a way as to 
avoid serious difficulties. But this 
will require all their skill and 
patience, for even peoples that first 
took up the system of government 
based on universal suffrage have 
found it difficult, even after years 
of experience, to make the machine 
run smoothly. |

After living among these ‘natives of 

the Philippine Islands for many 

years, learning to spéak- their lan- 

guage and in a measure to know 

their thoughts, my appreciation for 

their sterling qualities cannot be ex- 

pressed in mere words,. Many years 

ago, when’ General Wood served as 

commanding officer in the Philip- 

pines, he came to the Benguet hills 
for a brief visit.. The next day, un- 

accompanied by his staff, he rode 

down the steep trail for nearly ten 

miles to ask me if the Igorots had 

any complaints to make—whether or 
not the soldiers on duty at the moun- 
tain post treated them justly—and if 
he could do anything for them. Gen- 
eral Wood was not too great to ask 
advice and counsel of the humblest, 
if occasion demanded. He told me to 
say to the Igorot chiefs that he 
would welcome any who came to see 
him. His patience, generosity and 
utter. kindliness knew. no. bounds. 
His great understanding heart was 
ever ready to excuse. 

When, after a long absence from 
the Philippines, I journeyed back 
again last year, General and Mrs. 
Wood welcomed me heartily and we 
talked of my neighbors, the Igorots, 
whom I had left so long ago. During 
our conversation the General recalled’ 
many of them by name, and when I 
said that undoubtedly they would 
have forgotten me he looked into 
my eyes and said: 

“Those people never forget. Time 
nor space affects their memories not 
at all, if one has been a friend. AF 
ready they are gathering throughout 
the hills to meet-you.”” And so they 
were, hundreds of them; but “‘that is. 
another story.”’ | 

Just before my departure from the 
hills many of the older chieftains 
came to me, and in their dialect 
begged me to carry a message from 
them to the Great Chief in Washing- 
ton. The burden of it was this: ‘“‘Do 
not take our good Governor away 
from us. He is our friend.’’ This 
word was delivered to the President 
soon after my return, 

There are sorrowful hearts in that 
far-away corner of our island pos- 
sessions today. I can say truly, as 
General Wood said only a few short 
months ago: ‘‘Those people neve, 
forget a friend.” Leonard Wood’: 
memory lives on in their hearts. .

SIX YEARS’ STOCK ON HAND 


Physicians | Announce - They Will 
_ Seek Laws Easing the Present. 
Restrictions on Prescriptions.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—Abandon- 
ment for the time of the Andrews 
plan for the Government to take over 
existing supplies of medicinal] liquor 
and--replenish them from time to 
time as occasion required was for- 
mally announced today by Seymour 
Lowman of New York, Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury in charge 
of prohibition enforcement. 

Mr. Lowman explained that the 
Sharp decline in withdrawals of 
whisky. from bondéd warehouses has 
left a supply that will last six or 
seven years, at the present rate of 
consumption, and, accordingly, he 
Saw no reason why distillations 
should be authorized for the present. 
This decision was reached by Mr. 
Lowman after a survey of the situa- 
tion made in cooperation with Dr. 
James M. Doran, the new Commis- 
sioner of Prohibition. 

Secretary Lowman addressed a let- 
| ter to distillers who wanted author- 
‘ity to make new supplies of whisky 
for medicinal purposes in which he 
said: 

“The Commissioner of Prohibition 
is charged by law with the respon- 
sibility of deciding when the existing 
stocks of liquor available for medici- 
nal purposes are reduced to a point 
where replenishment is necessary 
and permits to manufacture should 
be issued. In view of the fact that 


withdrawals of liquor from bonded 
warehouses has declined during the 
year; it is apparent that the 
supply available is sufficient for six 
or seven years more. 

“And it would ap there*is no 
necessity for resuming manufacture 
in the immediate future.’’

The move to reopen the distilleries 
was initiated under the administra- 
tion of Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury Lincoln C. Andrews, prede- 
cessor to Mr: Lowman.

Cotton » Wheat and Exchanges 
Buoyant in Active Trading— 
‘Stocks Higher but Dull. 


Cotton, wheat and the foreign ex- 
changes diverted interest from the 
stock market yesterday and. there 
was a continuation of the buoyant 
upswing in these markets. which. not 
only overshadowed trading in stocks 
and bonds but brought the slowest 
day on the Exchange in more than 
a fortnight. Nevertheless and de- 
spite the very moderate rate of trans- 
actions on the Stock Exchange, 
prices were firm and in many cases 
higher; All markets appear to be 
shedding the nervousness and appre- 
hension which have characterized 
them since the introduction of the 
political factor into the general eco- 
nomic situation. Doubtless, a great 
deal of the strength which cropped 
out yesterday could be attributed to 
the repurchase of stocks by those 
who had sold for the decline a week 
or so previously, when the market 
was booming along at a great rate. 
- All cotton options touched the 20- 
cent figure yesterday, marking the 
highest point of the year, and as on 
the previous day, the Government’s 
startling report was again the im- 
portant factor which pr-pelled prices 
rapidly forwaru. The cotton trade 
is inclined to the opinion that the 
probable out-turn of this commodity, 
estimated by the Government at 13,- 
492,000 bales, has been greatly under- 
stated and that while there is little 
chance for the crop to come up to 
last year’s tremendous figure, never- 
theless, the trade does not believe 
that, even taking the heavy boll 
weevil emergence and flood damage 
into consideration, the contraction in 
the final out-turn will be as much 
as 4,500,000 bales or thereabout, as 
now forecast. 

It is not difficult to foresee that 
present cotton prices, should they 
be maintained until the crop gets to 
market, will have a very material 
effect on the purchasing power of 
the South, and to this extent is apt 
to iron out at least one of the 
irregularities which have been so 
evident upon the business horizon. 
At the same time, however, the 
difficulties of the textile industry are 
assuredly multiplied. Foreign and 
domestic spinners, at any rate, have 
been especially heavy buyérs of 
staple contracts since the Govern- 
ment’s report was made public. 

The upswing in the grains was 
much less pronounced than on the 
previous day and, naturally, the 
higher level which has been estab- 
lished for both corn and wheat 
brought heavy realizing - sales. 
Nevertheless, at their best prices, 
corn options were in new high 
ground for the year. Reports of 
frost damage to Canadian wheat 
have been confirmed but the extent 
of the loss is as yet entirely prob- 
lematical. The improvement which 
has taken place in the price level 
of these commodities can hardly be 
underestimated in its ultimate effect 
on business in the agricultural 
regions. At yesterday’s closing 
prices, wheat was 7 cents above the 
same option at this time last year, 
while the price of corn was no less 
than 27 cents higher than last year. 
Possibly, this extended rise in grains 
and the present advance in cotton 
will prove more efficient farm relief 
than could possibly be afforded by 
legislation, an artificial remedy at 
best. 

The continued strength of sterling 
at a time of the year when the 
pressure on the market is a little 
heavier than normal has led to the 
speculation in international banking 
circles on the possibility of gold 
exports from this country to Eng- 
land. This, of course, is not immedi- 
ately probable. At the same time, 
the steady rise of this exchange has 
had the effect of closing the door 
to gold shipments from England to 
this country, which would in all 
likelihood have been necessary had 
a declining sterling market devel- 
oped.

The development of electric power 
in Japan since. it was. introduced 
forty years ago was the subject of 
an address recently before the Pan- 
Pacific Club at Tokio by I. F. Baker, 
Director of the Westinghouse Com- 
pany in Japan, in which he told of 
the various stages in the production

of electricity. 

“The present electrical horsepower 
of Japan is approximately 5,000,000, 
distributed. among 70,000,000 per- 
sons,”’ said Mr. Baker. “If we as 
sume that one horsepower is the 
equivalent of the physical effort of 
fourteen men, it will be seen that 
each person in Japan has at present 
one electrical servant. Such servants 
do not insist upon an eight-hour day;

Nine cents is wanted for 87-inch 48- 
equare, four-yard sheetings. This is 
a rise of half a cent, but some trad- 
ing at the new figure was reported. 
Thirty-six-inch 6.15-yard sheetings 
advanced a quarter to 6% cents. Buy- 
ers of 3745-inch 4.37-yard sateens got 
a few out at 11 cents, but later they 
had to pay 1114 cents. Some houses 
want 11% cenis for these goods.

Slevator --Man-.Who. Wrecked 
Lihme Home Gets Maximum 
Term of Three Years. 

HIS COMPANION FREED 
Judge Calis Penalty Inadequate, but 
Says Lawmakers Could. Not Vis- 
ualize Such a Wanton Crime. 





John Healy, elevator operator who 
wrecked the interior of the apart- 
ment of C. Bai Lihme at 950 Fifth 
Avenue on the night of June 26, was 
sentenced to from one and onc-half 
to three years imprisonment in Sing 
Sing by Judge Koenig in General 
Sessions yesterday. George Tiernan, 
of 1,387 Third Avenue, Healy’s com- 
panion.at the time of the vandalism. 
who had beén exonerated by ‘Healy. 
was discharged. 

The law provides a maximum sen 
tence of one year more than that 
fixed by Judge Koenig, who said the 
lighter sentence was imposed be- 
cause Healy had pleaded guilty. 
Nevertheless, the Judge declared, the 
legislature could not have visioned 
such excessive and malicious vandal 


ism as Healey’s when it provided the 
penalty in’ the statute pertaining to 
the felony of malicious mischief. 

Healy, in drunken anger because 
he thought he was entitled to a 
bonus from Mr. Lihme beyond the 
wages he received as elevator oper- 
ator, damaged $300,000 worth of art 
objects, ane effected an irreparable 
damage of between $30,000 and $50, 
000, according to the estimate of Mr 
Lik e’s attorney. 

maximum fixed by the legis- 
Seen as punishment for the offense 
was only four years,’’ Judge Koenig 
said. ‘This is certainly inadequate 
in a case of this kind, but the legis- 
lature probably never considered 
there would be a case of such wan- 
ton vandalism as this, in which such 
pure malice would be shown. The 
defendant had a chance to place 
some of the blame on his companions 
in the affair but elected to take the 
whole blame himself. He is entitled 
to some consideration because he 
pleaded guilty. I will not put a pre 
mium on perjury, and the only con- 
sideration the defendant will get is 
for his saving the State the expense 
and uncertainty of a trial.’’ 

Healy exonerated Tiernan in court 
when he pleaded guilty. and a mo- 
tion for Tiernan’s discharge was 
made ae by Assistant District At- 
too Morris er. Judge 
Koenig denied the motion, however, 
and held Tiernan until ‘yesterday, 
aggre further investigation which 
the Judge himself made. 

On the ht the crime was com- 
mitted, Healy admitted he entered 
the Lihme apartment when he was 
intoxicated, and when he knew that 
Mr. Lihme and his two daughters. 
the Princess Lobcowiez and Mrs. Cle 
ment A. Griscom 3d, were at their 
Summer home. Another com ion, 
never arrested, was with him besides 
Tiernan. The pantry was rifled first 
and later beer bottles, knives and 
a hambone were thrown through 
priceless paintings, chandeliers were 
pulled to the floor, and the apart- 
ment was thrown into the utmost 
confusion. The art works da 
included two Rembrandts, valued at 

‘0.009, and pastels of Mr. Lihme’r
